Is Felt in 7 Countries; 


Many Reported Dead

’ VENICE, Friday, May 1.-.-- ΔῈ 
earthquake struck northern Italy 
last night, hitting most strongly 
in the eastern area between 
Venice and the Yugoslav border. 


. The quake wos felt in 
seven countries, hitting Yugosia- 
via, Czechoslovakia, France, Bel- 
glum, Austria and West Ger- 
many, as Well as Italy. Ε 

There were unconfirmed reports 
of deaths and devastated areas 
in Buia, Italy, a town of 8,000 at 
the foot of the Alps, near 
Yugoslavia. 

Other reports said 19. people 
were killed in northern Italy, the 
worst hit area. 

. he news agency Italia quoted 
a Buia policeman, reached by 


telephone, as saying there were: 


“many dead, very many,” and 
adding: “It is not time to ask 
questions now. send aid.” 

Many buildings collapsed in 
Buia, reportedly burying families 
under debris, The tremor also 
. knocked down buildings in the 
peerby towns of Plagonia and 
Anduins. 

A hotel employee in Venice, 
communicating by telex with 
Paris, sald that he knew of no 
major damage in that city. But 
he said the situation in Udine, 
northeast of Venice, was report- 
edly very serious. A radio re- 
port said part of Udine had been 
destroyed.

Heavy purchases of grain and 
machinery led the Soviet Union 
to run a 84.8-billion trade deficit 
with industrial Western countries 
last year. according to prelimi- 
nary trade figures released yester- 
day.

the same proportion as m 1974 

The deficit, which Moscow has 
hed to cover either by borraw- 
ing from Western banks or by 
selling gold, resulted not only

The trade balance was hit 
particularly bard by purchases 
of grain from the West following 
the Soviet Union's harvest di- 
saster last year. The full impact 
of these hard-currency purchases 
has yet to be felt on the Soviet 
economy and is likely to con- 
tribute to a new deficit this year. 

In the last week, the Soviet 
Union has bought nearly 5 mil- 
lio more tons of grain, bringing 
to 16.5 millton tons its total 
purebsses from the current U.S. 
crop. Some Western economic 
Specialists here believe this 
reflects continuing domestic 
needs caused by last year's crop 
failure, the worst in a decade, 
rather than by anticipated new 
Problems this year. 

Several agricultural experts 
bave reckoned that the Soviet 
winter crop suffered up to 25 
per cent “winterkill,” or frost 
damage, higher than normal, but 
that spring crop conditions look 
favorable. Soviet press reports 
have stressed the need for a 
good harvest this year but have 
otherwise been sketchy. 

The preliminary foreign trade 
report, which appeared vesterday 
in the Economie Gazette, made 
no mention of any grain pur- 
chases, alluding only to imports 
of “meat products and other 
goods." The Soviet government 
bas avoided telling the Russian 
people that it is buying Western 
grain. 

But the report tacitly confirm- 
ed that the practice would go 
on despite mounting trade 
deficits with the West.

Study Gives U.S. Strategic Edg Edge Over Russia

LONDON, May 6 (WP).--The 
United States has emerged from 
the recent years of crisis “in 
better shape” than the Soviet 
Union, the International Insti- 
tute for Strategic Sthdies said 
today in its annua) report.

But the administration took 
the money added by the House 
committee for nuclear-powered 
ships and redistributed it among 
less expensive, conventionally 
powered vessels, such as a new 
Class of patrol frigates. The re- 
vision reflected Mr. Rumsfeld's 
conclusion that the House bill 
Provided the “wrong mix” of ships 
and that what the Navy needed 
τὸν was quantity and not qual- 
ity. 

Concession on Carrier 

The only concession made by 
the administration was to agree 
that the fifth nuclear-powered 
carrier sbould be started next 
year, rather than in 1978 as pro- 
posed. While intended to moilify 
the House committee, the con- 
cession was not large enough to 
appease Adm.

NEW YORE. May 6 (NYT). — 
Although many scientists com- 
plain thet the U.S. public is in- 
creasingly turning against science 
and blaming it for the itis of 
modern society, a public opinion 
survey conducted for the National 
Science Foundation indicates 
quite the opposite. 

Seventy-five per cent of those 
interviewed in a national sample 
of adults sald they thought 
science and 
changed -life for the better, a 
from 70 per cent just two years 
earlier, Only δ per cent ssid 
science had changed things for 
the worse, down from ὃ per cent 
in the earlier survey. 

Most of the persons interview~ 
ed also thought science and tech- 
nology had done more good than 
harm, that social controls op 
science should not be increased, 
and that science and technology 
would eventually solve some or 
most of the problems of disease, 
pollution, crime and drug abuse. 


Emotional Reactions 


Seventy-eight per cent said 
their’ emotional reactions to 
sclence and technology — were 
“satisfaction or hope" and “ex- 
citement or wonder.” Only 12 
per cent felt “fear or alarm” or 
“indifference or lack of interest.” 


On every question, the opinions 


- af those in the 18-to-20-year-old 


group were about as positive to- 
ward science as those of their 
elders, 

The survey results are contain- 
ed in the latest annual report of 
the National Science Board, the 
policy-making body of the Na- 
onal Science Foundation. 

Although the report was 1Ὲ- 
leased in March, most attention 
then focused on tts statistical 
indications that U.S. sclence may 
be losing its international pre- 
eminence, Details of the attitude 
survey, buried in 9 document of 
more than 350 charts and tables, 
went largely unnoticed.

“We're on the doorstep of αὶ 
brand new thing,” said Sol Libes, 
a festival organizer who is presl- 
dent of the Amateur Computer 
Group of New Jersey. “Until a 
Year or 50 ago, there weren't more 
than a hundred or so people who 
had computers in their homes, 
Now we estimate there are around 
5,000. And it’s growing.” 

The upsurge in amateur com- 
puter bobbyism is the direct re- 
sult of the sudden and dramatic 
decline in the price of 8. new 
device, called a microprocessor, 
which, in effect, is an ultramin- 
iaturized computer. 

Size 

A single microprocessor, the 
size of a half a stick of gum, 
can contain 3,000 transistors along 
with other components that are 
the equivalent of a room-size 
computer of 10 years ago. 

A decade ago a computer of 
this capability cost several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. Today, 
using the mass-produced micro- 
Processor, one can be had for 
$200. For $1,000 a hobbyist can 
now have a computer far sur- 


passing the best that Interna- 


” ‘tional Business Machines or Sper- 


ry Rand had to offer barely ἃ 
decade ago. 

Four years ago a typical micro- 
processor cost $400. Today the 
best-selling one retails for around 
$15. A typical hobbyist'’s com- 
Puter has one or more micropro— 
cessors, a. Keyboard for entering 
instructions, a memory unit, and 
& television set for displaying the 
apswers in number, word, chart 
oc picture form. 

With all this computing power 
at their fingertips, how are ama- 
teur computerists, as some like 
fo be called, using their machines?

given the job, evidently on the insistence of 
Soviet military leaders, and Inter was elevated 
to the country’s raling Politwuro. 


‘The swift appointment now of Mr. Ustinov 
on Marshal Grechko’s death—as one of the 
few civilian defense ministers since Leon 
Trotsky was removed by Stalin a half-cen- 
tury ago—indicates that Leonid Brezhnev 
retains his grip despite age and intermittent 
iness. His choice of Mr. Dstinovy presum- 
ably was accepted by the military without 
serious debate. And that choice leaves the 
military without the seat on the Politburo 
that Marshal Grechko obtained for them 
fn 1973. 


The naming of Marshal Grechko to the 
Po.ltburo in 1967 was evidently designed to 
reassure the military and other hard-line 
elements in the Soviet Communist party that 
defense would be stepped up during an era 
‘when the Brezhnev policy of détente was 


seeking ἃ, relaxation of tensions and sonw 


accommodation with the capitalist West. 
‘That reassurance evidently is no longer. 

“considered necessary in the defense field. . 

The Soviet military buildup in the Grechka: - 


era speaks for itself. Parity in strategic 
arms with the United States has been 
achieved. Massive forces have been deployed 
on the China border, while the Warsaw Pact 
elements in Europe bave been further 
strengthened. A major modernization pro- 
gram in conventional arms has been set in 
motion. And a naval buildup combined with 
large air-mobility forces, has enabled the 
Soviet Union to project its new military 
power and polfttcal influence outward from 
its traditional continental base into the 
Mediterranean, the Indian Ocean, the South 
Atlantic, Africa and South Asia. 

As the man who has presided over the 
arms production program that has made this 
rojlitary resurgence possible, Mr. Ustinov m- 
doubtediy is more acceptable to the military 
as defense minister than most other civilian 
leaders would be. But, at the same time, his 


‘eivilian status may be intended as a signal - 


to the United States of Mr. Brezhnev’s con- 
tinued commitment to détente at a time 
when that policy is under increasing attack 
in the U.S. election campaign.

WASHINGTON, May 6 (AP).— 
The government said today a 
steep intrease in farm prices 
Pushed wholesale prices up 0.8 
per cent during April, marking 
the biggest gain in six months 
and signalling 2 sharper rise in 
the cost of living ahead.
